Intimation of forbearance ſhould be made by the Lords of Our Privy Council : 
And We conſidering the Seaſon of the Year being far ſpent, it may be convenience 
toſupercede the obſerving the ſaid Faft Day, after this Month af September - 
Therefore We, with Advice of Our Privy Council, dohereby Certifie and give 
Intimation to all Our Liedges, that the ſaid Faft and Humiliation is only to be 
obſerved upon the Third Thurſday of this currant Month of September, and to be 
ſuperceded and forborn for afterward, And to the effe& Our pleaſure in the 
premiſſes may be known, OUR WILL 135 HEREFORE, and We Charge you 
ſtrialy, and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, yepaſs to the 
Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and whole other Mercat-Crofles of the Head Burghs 
of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there by open 
Proclamation make Pablication of the Premiſſes, that none pretend ignorance; 
And Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed.
